TWENTY-SEVENTH SESSION. 


SENATE. 
Sacramento, January 3, 1SS7. 
Lieutenant * Governor Daggett called the 
twenty-seventh session of the Senate to order a t. 
1_* o’cfock, saying: “The hour having arrived 
when it becomes my duty under the Constitu­ 
tion of the State of California to call to order 
the Senate of the twenty-seventh session, I now 
order the Secretary to call the roll of Senators 
elected, as returned by the Secietary of State.” 
The following answered to their names: J. P. 
Abbott. John Boggs, W. W. Bowers, J. M. Brice- 
land. F. A. Camlnetti, A. L. Chandler, T. J. 
Clunie, E. B. Conklin, A. W. Crandall. P. J. 
Crimmlns, M. W. Dixon. F. K. Dray, II. C. Ges- 
ford, George G. Gouclier, A. P. Hall, John P. 
Haynes, E. C. Hinshaw, a. F. Jones, B. F. I»ang- 
forá, John Leuahau, D J. McCarthy, James Mc- 
Cudden, Thomas H. McDonald, A. J. Meaner, 
F. J. Moflitt, P. J. Murphy, W. H. Patterson, T. 
J. Pinder, L. J. Rose, John Roth, B. V. Sargent, 
John Spellacy, George Steele, J. J. Sullivan, 
Henry Vrooman, A. Walrath, S. M. White, J. N. 
E. Wilson, A. Yell. Absent, J. D. Byrnes and L. 
J. Rcse. 
The Secretary' called the roil by Assembly 
districts in numbers of eight, of Senators, aud 
as their names were called they went forward to 
the desk aud the oath of ollice was adminis­ 
tered. 
The President then announced the iollowiug 
temporary office s: Pages, Wm. Jobson, Bush- 
nell Hughston, Harry Nottingham ; Gate-keep­ 
ers, Jos. Wagner, J. Toomey. F. Lacey ; Gallery 
Porter, Hank Jones ; Floor Porter, J. H. S. Far­ 
rell ; Watchman, Daniel Coughlau ; Postmis­ 
tress, Mrs. Russell; Rear Porter, G. Hendelstonc. 
Senator Moffitt moved that the rulesofthe Sen­ 
ate of the 20th regular session be the tempo­ 
rary rules of the Senate, with the exception of 
Rule 17, for which ho offered the following 
substitute : “ All committees elected bv the 
Senate, unless otherwise ordered, aud all com­ 
mittees of the Senate, standing and special, and 
all joint committees on the part thereof, shall 
be elected by the Senate unless otherwise 
specially ordered.” 
Senator Vrooman moved that the motion be 
divided, as there were two questions in one. So 
ordered. 
The first part of the motion was then adopted; 
and upon tne motion to adopt the second por­ 
tion—the substitute for Rule No. 17—Mr. Vroo­ 
man raised the poiut of order that the Senate 
having adopted the preceding rules of the Sen­ 
ate it could not adopt the substitute without a 
two-thirds vote. 
The President held the point not well taken, 
as the substitute was regarding temporary or­ 
ganization only. 
Senator Clunie asked for a reconsideration of 
the vote adopting the rules. 
Senator Boggs offered the following as a sub­ 
stitute : “That the President of the Senate ap­ 
point a committee of three to prepare and re­ 
port a system of rules for the government of the 
Senate.” 
Senator White asked that bis colleague, L. J. 
Rose, be sworn in. So ordered. 
Upon resuming the discussion to adopt the 
rules, Mr. Vrooman held that the Senator from 
San Francisco (Mr. Clunie) was out of order, as 
one day’s notice had to be given. 
The President held the point to be not well 
taken, as the adoption of the rule was tor tem­ 
porary organization only, and could be passed 
by a majority vote. 
Upon motion, it was then ordered that the 
vote by which the rules were adopted be recon­ 
sidered. 
Mr. Moffitt offered the rulesof the twenty-sixth 
session, with the amendment as above, for tem­ 
porary purposes only. 
Senator Boggs asked that his substitute be 
adopted, as the better way out of the difficulty. 
The substitute was lost by a vote of—ayes, 19 ; 
noes, 20. 
The motion to adopt the rules was then car­ 
ried by a vote of—ayes, 26 ; noes, 13, 
At request of Senator Clunie, the Chair an­ 
nounced that there would be a caucus of Demo­ 
cratic members at 7.30 r. m. The President also 
announced these appointments as temporary* at­ 
taches : Floor Porter, W. H. l.ind ; Watchman. 
Mr. Russell ; Assistant bergeant-at-Arms, Chas. 
Coleman; Clerk to Sergeant at-Arms, Mr. Barry : 
Page. Wm. Longshore. 
At 1 o’clock p . M ., upon motion of Senator 
Langford, the Senate adjourned. 
THE ASSEMBLY. 
The House was cubed to order at 12 M. by 
Frauk I). Ryan, Clerk of the last session. The 
roil prepared by the Secretary of State was 
callea, and all answered but Bost of Merced 
aud Brown of San Francisco. Prayer was of­ 
fered by Rev. Ca roll M. Davis. 
Mathews of Teliama, In view of the fact that 
some of the members had failed to bring with 
them their credentials, moved that the roll-call 
as p'epared by the Secretary of State be de­ 
clared official, and all whose names appeared 
thereon be allowed to t*\ke the oath of office. 
Carried. 
The names were called by districts, five at ti 
time, and the members took the oath of office, 
which was administered to them at the Speak­ 
er’s desk by Hon. W. C. Van Fleet, Superior 
Judge of Sacramento county. 
The standing rules of last session were 
adopted, on motion of Mathews of Tehama. 
The next thing in order was the nominations 
for Speaker. Rev. J. Sims of Nevada county, 
’ ' , orAla- 
placed in nomination W. H. Jordan 
meda. He paid a high compliment to Jordan, 
speaking in eloquent and eulogistic terms of his 
standing in society, his ability as a lawyer, 
whose keen discernment and unswerving dis­ 
position to act honestly and justly ou all oc­ 
casions, peculiarly fitted him for the position. 
J. ii. Mathew a, ofSan Benito, said: Amotion 
to adjourn is always in order. 1 desire to ask 
the majority of the House to consent to an ad­ 
journment until 10 a. m. Tuesday, in order to 
allow the Democracy, which was in the 
minority, an opportunity to select those from 
their ranks whom they'desire to honor with a 
nomination. We are well aware of the tact 
that the Republicans will organize the House. 
The coveted prizes are all yours, they are above 
aiul beyond our reach. Still w e, as men, desire 
to honor some of our party by placing them be­ 
fore this House for the different positions. It is 
a modest request, one that should he extended 
for the asking, and I i ow move you, sir, that 
this House adjourn until 10 a. m. Tuesday. 
The motion received several seconds. 
Knox of Los Angeles said if the Democrats 
only wanted a few hours to compare notes, he 
did*not think a Republican on tne floor would 
object. He moved to amend by taking an ad­ 
journment until 7:30 p. M. This received several 
seconds. 
Variel moved as a substitute that when we 
adjourn we do so until 7:30 p. m. 
Mathews said he would accept the amend­ 
ment of Mr. Knox. The latter, with the consent 
of his seconds, withdrew his amendment. 
Jordan of Alameda said he thought the House 
should at once proceed with and completo its 
organization. The Republican members had 
met in caucus, had agreed upon their candi­ 
dates, and were ready for business. If the 
Democracy had not done so the fault was their 
own, and not chargeable to the majority. 
Marion Brooks of Ventura said lie was some­ 
what surprised at the action of the Republican 
members, who insisted upon such hasty action. 
He could sec no reason for forcing the minority 
to a vote at thistimc. All the Democracy asked 
was for a few moments’ time for consultation. 
You have sprung this thing upon us so suddenly 
that we have been caught napping. 
Mathews of Tehama said such action was un­ 
usual: and not extending the customary cour­ 
tesy usually given the minority. If there was 
anything to be gained by immediate action no 
doubt some reason could be assigned for it. He 
understood that the Republicans had only par­ 
tially caucused ou nominees—had in reality 
only agreed upon the Speaker and Chief Clerk. 
In view of that fact be could see no valid reason 
why the request of the minority should be 
ignored. 
Wright of Stanislaus was in favor of the ad­ 
journment. It had been the usual custom for 
legislatures to meet and adjourn before per­ 
fecting ail organization. Hie precedent—and a 
good one, too—had thus been established. 1 he 
D mocracy took that view of it, and arc not 
prepared. * The organization belongs to the Re­ 
publicans. We, as Democrats, do not wish to 
take your sugar plums, but we do ask, and do 
think, you ought to allow us the privilege of 
presenting to this House our choice for the dif­ 
ferent positions. 
F. L. Coombs said the sessions of the Legisla­ 
ture were limited by law to sixty days. There 
was no reason why the first day of the session 
should be frittered away. The Democracy know* 
the law—at least it is supposed that they do— 
and that says the Legislature shall convene at 
12 o’clock, organize and proceed to business. 
The Democracy say they have not had time to 
caucus. What have they been doing for the 
past three months? What were they doing last 
nignt and this morning, when they were all in 
this city ? To come in here at this time and 
plead for an adjournment, and claim that snap 
judgment has been taken upon them, is simply 
pleading the baby act. They ought to be pre­ 
pared to proceed with business, and if they are 
not prepared the State at large should not be al­ 
lowed to suffer for their acts of omission. 
L. S. Taylor said he hoped the House would 
not adjourn. If the Democracy had no candi 
dates to “ trot out.” the Republicans had scores 
of them; they could have their pick of the flock 
and vote for any Republican they chose. 
Hart of Colusa saia if there was any necessity 
for an organization at this time he certainly 
should not oppose it. Neither would he oppose 
it if he was assured that the Republicans them­ 
selves were ready to proceed with aud complete 
the organization. All the minority dedrcd was 
to get together fifteen or twenty minutes aud 
agree upon candidates. We understand, of 
course, that we are in the enemy’s camp; but, 
at the sorre time, there are courtesies tnat the 
majority can illy afford to deny us. 
After some further debate of asim ilar charac­ 
ter the substitute was adopted by a strict party 
vote—ayes 41. noes 38. 
Smytbe moved to adjourn. Lost—ayes 38, 
noes 41. 
Smythe moved to take a recess until 4 v. m. 
Marion Brooks made a strong appeal for the 
recess. He said, addressing the Republican 
members; “ What is the cause, what is the rea­ 
son, of denying the minority of the House the 
privilege of a conference of fifteen minutes? 
Are you afraid we*are going to cave anyone 
down the bank?” 
On roll call the motion was lost by a vote of 
ayes 38, noes 41. 
After some further discussion, and consulta­ 
tion among the leaders of the two parties, it 
was agreed to elect a Speaker, and then take a 
recess until 7:30 p. m. 
Allen Henry, of Butte, placed in nomination 
for Speaker of the House Judge Heath of 
Santa Barbara, paying him a very high compli­ 
ment. 
J. H. Mathews, of San Benito, seconded the 
nomination of Judge Ileatb, who he said was 
a Pioneer of California: one who had done 
much to assist in the development of this State; 
a worthy citizen, one eminently qualified for 
the position. 


Variel of Plumas seconded the nomination of 
W. H. Jordan of Alameda in a very eloquent 
speech. 
On roll-call the vote stood: Jordan, 41; Heath, 
38. and the former was declared elected. 
Judge Heath and Messrs. Sims and Variel 
were appointed to conduct Mr. Jordan to the 
Speakers desk. 
Judge Heath and Mr. Jordan walked arm in 
arm to the Clerk’s desk, where the oath of office 
was administered. Judge Heath then intro­ 
duced Mr. Jordan as the Speaker of the House. 
The following are the remarks of the Speaker 
in assuming the chair: 
Gentlemen of the Assembly: In entering upon 
the duties of the position to vrhich you have 
chosen me, permit me to express to you my sin­ 
cere appreciation of the high compliment you 
have paid me in the vote just takeu. To be the 
Speaker of the popular branch of the Legislature 
of this State is an honor in which the most dis­ 
tinguished citizen might take commendable 
pride. But while the honors of the station are 
great, yet I am not unmindful of the fact that 
the responsibilities are likewise great. To the 
discharge of these responsibilities I shall devote 
m y best endeavors, aud shall seek to so direct 
aiid preside over your deliberations as to merit 
the respect and commendation of all. Most 
earnestly do 1 bespeak your assistance and sup­ 
port iu this effort, well knowing that without 
votir co-operatiop I can accomplish little. We 
are assembled here as the representatives ot 
the people, intrusted with the duly of trans­ 
acting their business, and at no time should it 
be forgotten that our every act will be watched 
with jealous interest by men of every walk iu 
life throughout the commonwealth. Some new 
laws are undoubtedly required to be enacted, 
and others should be repealed; yet it ought not 
to be forgotten that the greatest danger lies not 
in the direction of a lack of law making as in 
the making of too many laws. It is this danger 
of too much aud too radical legislation that 
causes the great mercantile an 1 agricultural in­ 
terests of the State to feel restless and uneasy 
while the Legislature is iu session, and to 
breathe free only when the gavel lias fallen that 
disbands it. It is my hope that this session may 
be characterized by the moderation with which 
it deals with the existing state of affairs, and 
the couservativeness with which it adopts all 
new and untried measures, Whatever errors, 
however, your judgment may detect in the 
Codes and Statutes as they now exist, it is your 
duty to eradicate, and if new laws arc^ needed 
let them be enacted, ever keeping in view that 
motto which has been written upon the walls of 
this chamber, “ Legislator urn eat Justas leges eon- 
deu.”

Again thanking you for your personal consid­ 
erations, the Chair now awaits the pleasure ol 
the House.

At 1:50 i*, m. a recess was taken to 7:30 o clock.

Brooks of Ventura offered the following as a 
substitute :

Vuriel of Plumas moved to lay the substitute 
ou the table. The Chair explained that to lay 
it upon the table carried the whole subject-mat­ 
ter with it. 
Marion Brooks, in speaking to his substitute, 
said he believed wheu a preacher takes his place 
at the desk in the Assembly-chamber, where so 
little attention was paid to him, it was simply 
making a mockery of religion. The members 
all attend church every’ Sunday, aud do not re­ 
quire the services of a preacher in the halls of 
legislation. The religious people are not in fa­ 
vor of a Chaplain for the Senate, for they are 
opposed to making a mockery of religion. We 
should do our own praying, and not take the 
people’s coin to do for us what we should do 
ourselves. Who is to select the preacher to 
prav for us ? If I had the selection 
he would be one who believes in baptism by 
immersion. That would not suit the man who 
believes in sprinkling, and the Protestant min­ 
ister would not answer for our members of 
Catholic proclivities, who do not believe in the 
doctrines he preaches. Vote against this ap­ 
pointment of a salaried man of God, and go 
home to-night aud on your bended knees do 
some effective praying for yourself, thanking 
your Maker for past blessings, and when you 
arise to-morrow morning again bow the suj^ 
pliant knee and ask Him to deliver you from 
temptation, and ask His assistar.ee to carry you 
through the session with credit to yourself aud 
honor to your constituency. 
Brierly of Los Angeles said: The gentleman 
from Ventura tells us that we can do our own 
praying. It is said that the prayers of the 
wicked availeth but little. If that is true, and 
it is generally considered to be true, I should 
like to ask him, of what avail would be the 
praver of the average California Assemblyman. 
The House refused to lay the substitute upon 
the tabic by a vote of 3s ayes to 42 noes. 
Granger of Butte offered a substitute to the 
original, to the effect that the clergymen of the 
Capital City be invited to pray for the Assembly 
without money and without price. 
This was voted down also by a vote of 34 ayes 
to 44 noes, and after reducing the per diem from 
86 to $5, the original resolution was passed. 
The officers elected were then called to the 
Speaker’s desk, where the oath was adminis­ 
tered.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


The Democratic Senators met in the Supreme 
Court-room last evening, to caucus upon per­ 
manent officers of the Senate. There was con­ 
siderable feeling and discussion on the various 
contests, the caucus lasting until nearly 11 
o’clock. 
8. M. White was elected President pro tern. 
E. M. Hamilton, of Alameda, and Edwin F.

10 for Smith. For Sergeaut-at-Arms, J. M. Wil­ 
cox was elected, receiving 16 votes—his oppo­ 
nent, Captain Mesick (present incumbent) re­ 
ceiving 9 votes. 
A lengthy debate ensued concerning commit­ 
tees. Tnis*was followed by the appointment of 
a committee of three, consisting of Boggs. Mof­ 
fitt ana Goucher. to select committees of the 
Senate and report their conclusions to a com­ 
mittee consisting of five. This committee con­ 
sists of Langford, Haynes. Pinder, Jones and 
Briceland. who were appointed a special com­ 
mittee on rules, and who, with the preceding 
committee, are to consider report of nomina­ 
tions to be submitted by the foregoing commit­ 
tee of three. 
The caucus then adjourned, to meet imme­ 
diately alter the close ot to-day's session of the 
Senate.

The Superintendent submitted his an­ 
nual report, which was ordered placed on 
file.Applications fur teachers' positions were 
received from Miss A. J. Necrv, Miss Ber­ 
tha Ebert and Miss llesier Mooney. 
Adjourned sine die. 
The new* Board met on adjournment of 
the old Board, the new members, A. S. 
Hopkins and H. 0. Chipman, taking the 
places of B. F. Howartl and E. K. Alsip. 
A. Conklin was elected President for the 
ensuing year. 
Adjourned until Monday, January 10th.

To tht Board of Education, Sticraincntn, CiU.— 
Gentlemen: In accordance with regulations I 
submit the following report for the year 1RM’>: 
The total number of schools under direction 
of this Board is twelve. Oue High School, two 
Grammar »Schools, nine Primary and one Night 
School. 
The High School has five teachers, 133pupils 
enrolled—122 average attendance; the Gram­ 
mar Schools have 26 teachers, 995 pupils en­ 
rolled—892 average attendance; the Primary 
Schools, 56 teachers, 1,942 pupils enrolled—1,727 
average attendance; the Night School has two 
teachers, 92 pupils enrolled—63 average attend­ 
ance. The Principal of this school has also 
charge of the grammar classes, which have 274 
pupils. 
The number of pupils enrolled December 31st 
was 3,162, against 3,073 the year before—an in­ 
crease of 84. 
There was a decrease in the High School of 31, 
an increase of 33 in the Grammar Schools, an 
increase of 72 in the Primary Schools. The de 
crease in attendance at the High School is to be 
regretted. 
The total number of census children between 
5 and 17 years of age is 5.756. Deducting from 
this 3,162 In the public schools and a reported 
1,000 in other scnools, leaves 1,594 children that 
do not attend school. 
There waa in the school fund at the beginning 
of the j ear $815 18. There has i»inee been pain 
iu, from taxes, 381,131 22; from the sale of old 
material, 873. and from non-resident tuition, 
$210; in all, $85,259 40. 
Tne ex]>enditures lor the year were: Teachers, 
865.640; janitors, S3,931; fuel. $1,158; stationery, 
$2,167 01; furniture, $1,251 66; insurance, $752: 
repairs, $5,466 f>S; miscellaneous, 31,846 13: mak­ 
ing a total of $81.212 36, and k'aviug on hand a 
balance of SI,047 92. 
The cost per pupil, by reason of teachers’ sal­ 
aries. was $20 7o; the total cost i>er pupil was 
$26 70. 
The average number of pupils to each teacher 
is 35. The percentage of promotions on average 
attendance in the High Hchool was 80; in the 
grammar schools 80, and in the primary schools 
The condition of the school-honses is gen­ 
erally good, but I would suggest that the walls 
and ceilings of ever}' school room in the citv. 
not recently «lone, be whiteued at the close of 
school in July, as the health of the children 
should ever be one of our most im¡»ortaut cares. 
o 
X, and Seventh and G, some old double desks 
There are still at Fourth and 
ixteenth and 
that should be replaced by new single ones 
without delay. The cares of the teachers are 
greatly enlarged where these double desks are 
used; this aud the comfort of the chihlreu de­ 
mand that a change be made as soon as possible. 
The new fence at Ninth and Tenth, P and Q, 
recently built, is a great improvement to the 
school buildings there: in fact making the block 
one of the handsomest in the city. Greater care 
should be taken to have all school property in 
the best possible condition, for better results are 
certainly obtained iu a clean and pleasant look­ 
ing school than otherwise. 
Most of the grounds around the school-houses 
are iu need of sand filling—notably those at 
Twenty-fourth and N, and Sixteenth and J 
streets. This should be done without delay, as 
it is during the rainy season the children suffer 
greatly from water standing in the yard. 
I would urge uron the Board that the duties 
of the janitors be made more specific, aud I 
shall be pleased to confer with the Committee 
on Rules and Regulations whenever convenient 
to its mem bers. 
I find the course of study is not closely fol­ 
lowed iu the schools. Those who follow the 
course printed in the book and those who do 
not both claim that they are following in­ 
structions of the Board. If this is so, aud there 
are two courses ordered by the Board, 1 would 
advise the early meeting of the Committee on 
Course of Study, that it may be made uniform. 
During the year we have had six assistant 
teachers in the night sehooL This is a change 
for every month, and the strain is too great to 
put upon any clasa, much less the ooc at the 
night school, aud good results are not possible 
if this continues. The assistant teacher shoul 1 
be elected for the year, as the Principal is. 
There are a great many graduates of the High 
Sehool in the night school, seeking fur­ 
ther education, but the majority are un­ 
fortunately not able to attend day school, 
and hence the imjiortance of a good* assistant 
to the very able Principal we have there, and at 
a salary that will induce him to remain. 'J his 
position should be filled by a man of strong 
character and ample educational experience, 
and thus this would be made oce of the most 
successful schools in the city. 
The primary schools are to my mind the mod 
important of anv in the city, aud none but the 
best teacners should be there employed. It is 
here the child receives its first education : here 
where it is first accustomed to discipline ; here 
where the foundation is laid for its higher edu­ 
cation. Now teachers in the eighth grade are 
continually looking for promotion, for the ob­ 
vious reason that the salary is barely sufficient 
to support them. It is advisable to change the 
rules relating to this grade, aud that some pro­ 
vision be made to keep the best teachers there. 
For instance, make two years’ (or more) service 
in the schools a requisite for a position in this 
grade, and fix the salary at $50 per month. 
While this is not as much as the teachers receive 
in any other grade, I am confident that the posi­ 
tions would be quickly filled by superior tea^h- 
eis, who would be willing to remain, from the 
fact that they are employed but three-fifths as 
long daily as r be teachers in the other grades. 
Putting all of the new and inexperienced teach­ 
ers into the eighth grade should not be contin­ 
ued.1 think that the pupils in the primary schools 
should be more evenly divided. Having two 
grades in one room is no great task for the 
teacher; it would equalize their work, aud be 
much better for the children. 
The system of written monthly examinations 
put upon tile teachers in the Grammar Schools 
is a great deal of labor, that is largely gratu­ 
itous. This system should be greatly modified, 
if not altogether displaced. It 'should be 
the chief duty of 
a 
Principal of 
a 
Grammar School to keep himself posted as to 
the standing of all the classes iu his school. 
This he must ascertain by extemporary exam­ 
inations held by him at any (and always unex­ 
pected) time, by making his appearance in the 
class-room and submitting the questions he has 
prepared in any study. 
The efficiency of the teachers would be greatly 
increased, instead of as now impaired, by de­ 
voting the time now spent in the correction of 
pape»*, to a conscientious preparation of each 
day’s lessons. 
It should not be a duty of a Grammar School 
Principal to have daily charge of a class of his 
own in any of the brunches, but should give his 
whole time to the instruction of teachers and 
classes wherever in his judgment most needed, 
and should make himself felt as a teacher in 
each and every cla«s in his school. 
Semi-annual examinations and promotions 
are advisable, and should displace the yearly 
method now in use. 
Iu the primar}' schools there are 967 boys and 
975 girls ; in the Grammar Schools 459 boys and 
556 girls; iu the High School, 31 boys aud 102 
girls. It will be seen that as the pupil ail vanees 
the proportion of boys grows decidedly less. 
This culls for serious consideration, and I sug­ 
gest that something be done that will induce the 
boys to remain at their studies until through the 
High School. A thorough commercial course in 
the High Sehool wonld partly accomplish the 
object here ¿ought, and I would urge that this 
be done. 
The special study of German in our Grammar 
schools is steadily progressing, and fo long as 
the Principals of those schools and the teachers 
in whose class rooms the German is taught are 
in sympathy with the subject, their directive ;n 
fluence will ever tend to preserve the interest of 
the special students. The decrease, however 
alight, in the number of students of German in 
the High Sc hool is to be deprecated, and its cor­ 
rective. perhaps, to be sought iu the directive 
sympathy of tne Principal. 
The exceeding worthiness of our corps of 
teachers has made my official business with 
them niv pleasing duty. In but one single in 
stance since the beginaingof my term of office— 
iu the case of W. W. Anderson of the High 
school—have I had to resort to the rigorous 
measure of suspension. 
A great many orders of the Board are presum­ 
ably tii»on the records kept by the Secretar}', 
bnt thev are next to imponible to find. All rules 
of the Board relating to the government of the 
schools should be printed in a neat form, and 
wheu new ones arc passed it should be the Sec­ 
retary’s duty to attach thereto. We would thus 
have all the rulesof the Board where they coold 
be consulted at a moment s notice.

WILL THEY CONDEMN HIM I 


Prior to the Anarchist riot and murders 
at the Havmarket, in Chicago, Powderly, 
the Chief of the Order of Knights of 
Labor, said to the members that while lie 
respected the opinions of others, he would 
vigorously object to allowing advocates of 
anarchism “to step to the front at meet­ 
ings gotten up in the interests of labor,” 
until such time as the order adopted the 
“shotgun” policy. 
This man, whom it is 
now proposed to pull down from his po­ 
sition because he forbids contributions by 
the order to the Anarchist defense fund, 
also said: 
They must not be permitted to advocate 
blood and fire and vet proclaim themselves to 
be the mouthpiece of the labor class. 
It is my 
firm and honest belief that vast as this country 
is, broad and extensive as its territory, there is 
not room enough upthin its borders for the ex­ 
ercise ot a single rule. 
I have no respect for 
the man or men who will flaunt that cursed red 
flag and advocate the use of the dirk and bullet 
for 36-1 days in the year, and who on the 36.3th 
day deliberately walk up to the polls aud vote 
lor the continuance of the system which they 
denounce. 
If, now, the organization deposes the 


up to them, the American people will 
know precisely where to place the Order 
of Knights of Labor. If the red flag ele­ 
ment is strong enough in this labor organ­ 
ization to condemn for such utterance, the 
action will amount to affirmation of the 
shotgun policy. 
As a result the Knights 
will go to pieces before the breath of pub­ 
lic condemnation. 
if the intelligence of 
the workingmen of America in that order 
is so warped by the infamous doctrines of 
anarchism as to permit such action, there 
must be abandonment of what has been 
supposed to be a truism, that “from the 
labor class the motive power of the Gov­ 
ernment is recruited.” It is not thinkable 
that workingmen in a republic where the 
guarantees of liberty and the opportuni­ 
ties for advancement are greater than any 
other form of society ever vouchsafed to 
man, will stand by any such verdict. 
We 
prefer to believe that Powderly’s utterance 
was the true voice of labor, and that the 
faction within the order flaunting the 
hioody flag, represents only its miserable 
self and the merest minority of wage- 
winners. 


0U S FRUITS AT THE EAST. 


Yesterday’s dispatches announced that 
the Florida orange crop is fully 33 per 
cent, short, while the Louisiana cropi 
which is all harvested and marketed, was 
but one-tenth of an average yield, and 
none of it has been shipped North. This 
gives the California product a wider field 
in the East, and will operate to introduce 
our citrus fruits into sections where they 
have heretofore been hut little known. 
These failures of the Southern crops are 
periodical, and rather frequent than other­ 
wise, while it is next to impossible that 
any such general shortage can occur in 
California, for two reasons: the widely 
distributed citrus-growing sections of this 
State, and the differing dates at which the 
fruits come to m arket; and secondly, the 
reliability of the climate of this State. As 
we improve our varieties, and cultivate 
more and more, the Eastern public will 
come, not only to rely upon the California 
supply, but to prefer our product. 
Every­ 
thing, therefore, so far as the character of 
the fruit and the reliability of the supply 
are concerned, is favorable to orange cult­ 
ure here. The transportation question, if 
the interstate commerce bill does not be­ 
come a law, is practically settled already, 
and there remains for us only the improve­ 
ment of every opportunity such as the 
present offers, to make our citrus fruits 
popular in the Eastern market. 


AN OPPORTUNITY FOP. REPUBLICANS. 


The Republicans in the Legislature can 
do no more graceful act than to move the 
necessary resolutions requesting the resto­ 
ration of General Stoneman to the retired 
list of the army. 
The aged cavalry 
leader is one of the few remaining heroes 
of the war for the Union. 
Every one of 
these men ought to be made evidences of 
the gratitude of the nation to its defenders. 
No matter if any of them have responded 
for a time to the call of the people and 
filled a civic station. That duty ended, it 
is the least the Republic can do to restore 
them to the list of retired officers. The 
disposition of Congress is to do this, and if 
the initial step is taken here wc have no 
doubt it will be done. Genera! Stoneman 
is in polities a Democrat, as the nominee 
of that party he defeated the Republican 
candidate. 
It is now eminently fitting 
that 
his political antagonists should 
lake the first step for his restoration to the 
fast diminishing ranks of the commanders 
who served their country at her call in 
the hour of her direst need. 


RUSSIA. 


The news is tiiat R usia is unable to 
float the loan necessary to enable her to 
arm and equip for war.» This is probably 
trup, but it will not restrain her. Auto­ 
cratic rulers denied money in the financial 
markets, always have the resource left of 
wrenching from the governed class the 


moans necessary to engage in war. The 
power to exact a home loan is supple 
mented by the natural enthusiasm of a 
people whose patriotism is stimulated by 
either defense or conquest. 
Already we 
have, besides, news that a new era of per­ 
secution of the Jews in Russia has begun. 
That unfortunate people will be compelled 
to purchase safety at the expense of their 
treasuries; or, declining, their property 
will be forfeited to the Imperial Crown, 
and the Russian purse will in «sillier case 
he replenished. 


I t was shown yesterday, in an interview 
with the Secretary of the Northern and 
Central California Immigration Associa­ 
tion, that the method of inducing settle­ 
ment in Southern California is to prepare 
lands, in part, for occupancy before offering 
them for sale. That plan must be adopted 
here. 
It has had the test of experience in 
the south, and it is fortified by reason. 
We cannot expect homeseekers in large 
numbers to come to us, buy and reclaim 
land and wait some years for any income. 
The colony system, however, provides for 
the surveying of lands, the placing of 
water upon the tracts and the making of 
water privileges a part of the title. 
It 
provides for the laying out of roads, the 
reservation of lots for schools and churches, 
etc., and such preparation as will enable 
the man of modest means to begin culti­ 
vation at once, and to gather something 
from the land the first or second years for 
the support of his family. 
It assures the 
homeseeker of the companionship aud aid 
of neighbors, and of the benefits of society, 
and opportunities to educate his children 
and earn a livelihood. 
Wherever capital 
at the south has thus provided colonies 
parties have almost instantly taken the 
lands, and the capital has been returned 
with good earnings, more speedily than by 
any other investment. 
There is land 
enough adjacent to Sacramento—cheap and 
of the best—available for a half-dozen 
large colonies. W hat is needed is local 
organizations of capital, willing to lay out 
from $10,000 to $20,000 to make places 
partially ready for homeseekers. 
When 
this is done, they will come, and so speed­ 
ily as to surprise those who now believe 
the only thing to do is to offer lands for 
sale and abandon the new-comer to his 
own resources. The Southern California 
people have adapted the better method in­ 
dicated, and as a consequence have suc­ 
ceeded.

T H E IR DISTRIBUTION FROM THE 


STATE’S EXPERIM ENT STATION. 


R e sista n t W h e a ts—T extile a n d F o r­ 
age Plants o f S everal V arieties 
—S h ru b s, Trees, E tc. 


Owing to the latenesí of the season it is 
deemed advisable to combine this year the 
distribution of seeds and that" of plants, 
which have for the last two years been 
made by separate announcem ents. We 
have retained in the lists some growths 
which have done well on the University 
Experim ental Grounds, and have been 
given good reports by those to whom we 
have sent them for trial, in order that the 
experiments m ight be still more widely ex­ 
tended to secure a wider knowledge ot the 
adaptation of tbe plants to California condi­ 
tions. 
A num ber of new growths are of­ 
fered this year which have set up a claim to 
value in this State. As has been described 
in previous bulletins, this distribution is 
made for the purpose of ascertaining the 
adaptation and practical value of the sev­ 
eral kinds, in the different climates and 
soils of the State; and persons receiving 
them 
are requested to report results, 
whether success or failure, and if the latter, 
from what apparent causes. 
Terms.—As there is no appropriation 
available to meet the expenses of packing 
and postage, applicants are requested to 
send the amounts specified in connection 
with each description below. 
If they de­ 
sire seeds sent by express, applicants need 
not send the amounts specified for postage, 
but all orders for seeds by express m ust be 
accompanied by a rem ittance of 10 cents to 
pay for packing. 
Applications may he 
made for one or more kinds of seeds. 
In 
ease any kind of seed becomes exhausted, 
the money sent will be returned unless a 
second choice is mentioned by the sender. 
Plants will be forwarded by express 
(unless specially otherwise requested), in 
lots consisting of the num ber hereinafter 
m entioned lor each kind, cn rem ittance of 
25 cents for each lot of plants and 10 cents 
additional for each additional lot, to pay 
expenses of packing, etc. Postal notes, 
pay ¡tide at the Berkeley Postoflice, are re­ 
quested to be sent in lieu of stamps w hen­ 
ever practicable. Any surplus left after 
filling orders as far as possible will he re­ 
turned to the senders, deducting letter 
postage. 
WHEATS RESISTING THE HESSIAN FLY. 
The distribution of cereals this year is 
restricted to three varieties of wheat, which 
proved resistant to the attack of the H<s- 
sian fly ( Ceñdumyiu. destructor) in our ex­ 
perim ents during the past season. An out­ 
line of these experiments was given in 
Bulletin No. 53 of the University Experi­ 
m ent Station, and a full report will be 
found in the forthcoming report of the 
College of A griculture for 1886. 
Out of 
100 varieties of wheat sown there were but 
six in which no trace of the flv was found, 
and of these we have sufficient seed of 
three varieties for distribution. 
It is de­ 
sired to send these wheats only to the lo­ 
calities where the fly is know n to exist, be­ 
cause we w ant the experience of experi­ 
menters in other infested localities to com­ 
pare w ith our own observations. The va­ 
rieties offered are ’Yolo,” "Bearded Misso- 
yen” and "Greek A tlanti.” 
These wheats 
have solid stems, the straw being tilled with 
pith. They belong to the hard wheat type 
( Triticum durum), having long pointed 
grains, alm ost translucent, and a horny con­ 
sistency, owing to their richness in gluten, 
though when grown in this State they rap­ 
idly "change in this respect and become 
starchy. These wheats are chiefly grown 
in the countries bordering upon the Medi­ 
terranean and the Black seas. They do 
not succeed in the north of Europe, nor are 
they of much account even in the middle 
of France. They are. however, quite hardy 
and productive iu California, and with the 
change in their character noted above, 
promise to be of considerable value. Sam ­ 
ples of the grain were subm itted to experts 
in m illing and shipping wheats and pro­ 
nounced good, merchantable wheat, and 
salable in the m arket at about two aud 
one-half cents per cpntal less than No. 1 
shipping wheat. As they are naturally of 
strong growth and productive, it is ex­ 
pected that they will be found valuable in 
those localities where other varieties are 
rendered unprofitable because of the H es­ 
sian fly. Applicants will each be furnished 
with one pound of each of the three varie­ 
ties, or a single pound of either variety. 
Send twenty cents for each pound ordered, 
if to be sent by mail. 


T E X T IL E PLANTS. 
Ramie.—W c have grown from imported 
seed a stock of plants of Bochmeria candi- 
cans. which is, however, said by experts to 
be inferior to the Boehmeria tenacissima, 
although the fiber of the candicaos is of 
value in m aking coarser fabrics. The tests 
of this species will piobably serve to deter­ 
m ine the conditions favorable or otherwise 
for the growth of the other. Most satis­ 
factory results have been reponed with 
plants sent to growers in the upper San 
Joaquin valley, and experience generally 
seems to indicate successful growth of the 
plant in a great variety of soils and climate. 
Ten sm all plants will be sent to each appli­ 
cant ; 25 cents per lot. 
Fiber Flax.—W e have gathered a good 
quantity oí seed of four European varieties 
of flax (himan usitatitsimum) which are 
grown bn the continent especially for their 
fiber. They grow about three times as tall 
as the variety commonly grown in this 
State for the seed. W hen sown in February 
in Berkeley, a good growth has always beeii 
attained w ithout irrigation, and fair re­ 
sults have been secured by sowing as late 
as April. The following varieties arc offered 
in 1-pound sacks : 20 cents each if forward­ 
ed by m a il: “ W hite Flowering,” from 
F rance; “ Royal,” from Germany ; “ Rus­ 
sian,” lrom Pskoff. and " Yellow Seeded.” 
Esparto Grass (SUpa tenacissima).—The 
grass so extensively used in the .Mediter­ 
ranean countries for cordage, baskets, etc . 
and lately imported in large quantities asa 
material for 
paper-making. 
It 
grows 
naturally on sandy beaches, within reach 
of salt water, but wilt doubtless be found 
adapted to many saline and alkaline lands 
now unreclaimed or occupied by the com­ 
mon tule. It should be thoroughly tested 
in sandy coast lands southward of the bay, 
and in South California. 
Ten plants to 
each lot; 25 cents per lot by express. 
New Zealand flax, so useful to gardeners 
and vitieyardists for the purpose of tying 
with the ribbons into which the leaves 
readily split, and which are exceedingly 
strong, is again offered for distribution. 
Reports received from the interior ot the 
Slate point strongly to the conclusion that 
the plant is unadapted to the hot interior 
valleys. 
From all coast regions the reports 
are good. Although fond of moisture, it 
is not a marsh plant arid will not succeed 
in a swamp. Two plants to the lot; 25 
cents per lot by express. 
FORAGE PLANTS. 
The forthcoming report of the College of 
Agriculture for 1S8G will contain a detailed 
account of the results attained with a num ­ 
ber of plants sent out for trial to different 
parts of the State. The following are of­ 
fered for further tria l: 
Schrader's Brome Grass (Bromus Schrn- 
derii or unioloides).—Valued in Australia as 
resisting drought andlin Texas as giving 
good feed in w inter and early spring. 
We 
have received reports from m any in this 
State to whom we sent the seeds two years 
ago, declaring the grass a success. 
It is 
among the first grasses to start, grows vig­ 
orously, and m atures an abundance of 
heavy seeds alm ost like oats. 
Its seed 
stems being two or three feet high, and 
leafy, it can be used for either hay or pas­ 
ture. 
Four-ounce piaekages by mail, 5c 
each. 
Milium undtijIorur.i.—A perennial m illet 
grass, growing about two feet high, with 
seed stems two feet higher. It is r, plant of 
slow development, but strong. Owing to 
the fineness o f the seed, it should be plant­ 
ed very carefully a.id covered lightly. It 
should not be pastured the first year, as it 
is easily pulltd up by the roots. 
After be­ 
ing weil established, if grazed down, there 
is au abundant growth of fine leaves, 
which resist winter frosts to a rem arkable 
degree. 
We have had favorable reports 
from the plants from different parts of the 
State, although some experimenters have 
complained of its failure. This is perhaps 
owing to the fact th at it is hard to start, 
and because the season was unfavorable. 
Two-ounce packages by mail, three cents 
each. 
Japan Clover(Lcspedcza striata).—A plant 
which is highiy commended for drought-re­ 
sisting properties in some of the Southern 
States. 
We have but a sm all quantity of 
seed, which will be sent in one-ounce pack­ 
ages by m ail two cents each. 
VARIOUS TREES. 
K ikar.—W e have grown from seed im ­ 
ported from India a few hundred plant3 of 
the K ikar or gum-arabic {Acacüi Arabica i 
This tree is reported by the Director of the. 


D epartm ent of Agriculture, at Cawnnore, 
India, as " unable to withstand fro st; will 
do well on heavy soil, and thrives even on 
gravelly land. The gum has commercial 
value, and the wood is used in making 
handles of tools and heavy wagons. The 
trees should be planted forty feet apart, or 
afterward thinned out to that distance.” 
This tree should be tried in the therm al 
’ belts and m ilder parts of the State. 
Lots 
of five trees will be sent to each applicant; 
25 cents per lot by express. 
Black W attle(Aeocta decurrens).—Reports 
of trees sent out in previous years are very 
favorable. The black wattle is shown to 
be fully adapted to the coast region of the 
¡ State from San Francisco southward, and 
even in m any interior points. 
It promises 
to be of m uch value, as well as the source 
of hark for tanning. The tree is a rapid 
grower, aud the bark is usually stripped in 
its eighth to tenth year, when the tree is 
thirty to forty feet high. 
Does well on 
heavy as well as on light soils, provided 
they are deep. 
We send seed in two-ounce 
packages, five cents each by mail. 
A few 
young trees can be furnished in lots of five 
to each applicant; 25 cents per lot by ex 
press. 
The seed of the black wattle is hard to 
start, and may lie dorm ant a long period 
We insert the method which K. McLen­ 
nan, foreman of the University Agricult­ 
ural Grounds, finds to yield good results 
with seed of the black wattle and with 
other hard leguminous seeds, like the va­ 
rious species of acacia, the carob, locust, 
etc.; 
“ Prepare the beds or boxes and fill with 
nice sandy loam. Tie the seeds in a piece 
of cloth or a little bag and put them into a 
can of boiling water. Exam ine them often, 
and when they become soft and swollen 
they should be taken out and sown im m e­ 
diately, covering the seeds up, if in boxes, 
one-iourth of an in c h ; in outside beds, 
three-eighths of an inch. Care should be 
taken nut to allow the seeds to become dry 
during germination. If they are exposed 
to the winter rains, cover lightly with 
straw ; remove the straw when they are 
well sprouted. After the seedlings are fur­ 
nished with the first or second set of leaves 
they should be thinned or transplanted at 
a distance of three inches apart. This 
gives a chance to cut them out separately, 
and leaving a little ball of earth to each 
whenever it is desirable to plant them out 
ir. their perm anent places.” 
Olives.—We have a small num ber of 
olive trees of the “ Nevadillo,” a m edium ­ 
sized olive of oval shape, rinening very 
early, and the Manzanillo, a rather large 
olive of more rounded shape, also of early 
m aturity. 
These varieties were secured 
through Mr. Pohndorfs importation. 
We 
can send one tree of each variety to each 
applicant; 25 cents for each pair by ex­ 
press. 
Guavas.—A lim it eel distribution can also 
he made of three guavas, I'sidium pomi- 
ferum, P. Cattleyanum and P. aronuUieum. 
The first named 
is 
the “ pear-shaped 
guava” which we have sent out before and 
which is reported as doing very well in 
sheltered places in Southern California,and 
a desirable fruit. The second is the more 
hardy "straw berry guava,” 
and which 
promises to succeed 'wherever the orange 
.hrives. The third is a species from Guiana. 
As the adaption of the varieties is quite 
well defined we will select according to 
location of applicant; three plants to each 
25 cents per lot by express. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 
Insect Powder Plants.—As there seems a 
continued desire for small packets of these 
seeds for trial, we still offer Pyrethrum cine- 
raritefolium and P. roseum, the Dalmatian 
and Persian insect powder plants. 
The 
former is the one most to be recommended 
as an insecticide, while the latter is quite 
ornam ental, having 
flowers resembling 
single chrysanthem um s, ot four or five 
different colors. The seed should be sown 
in boxes in light, porous soil, and kept 
shaded, but in a warm place and moist. 
Under favorable circumstances the seed 
will germinate in two or three weeks, and 
the plants, when of sufficient size to be 
handled, should be set out like cabbage 
plants. 
We can furnish the seed in one- 
ounce packages, two cents. 
Quinoa (Chenopodiinn i/uinoa)—Of this 
plant we have two varieties, the seed of one 
from Germany the other from Peru. 
The 
seed is a common article of food in the high 
plateau and m ountain districts of Chile and 
Peru. 
Unfortunately it is grievously in ­ 
fested by lire leaf-miniDg larva of a fly 
which interferes with its prospects, in this 
region at least. W e would like to have it 
tried iu other parts of the State to deter­ 
m ine its growth and value. 
Seed will be 
sent in two-ouuce packages, five cents each, 
by mail. 
Bamboos.—A num ber of varieties of 
bapiboo are now attainable in quantities 
to 'su it from nurserym en and importers. 
We have a collection of varieties which are 
growing well iu the Garden of Economic 
Plants, but we have only the Arundiuaria 
falcnta for distribution. A few can be fur­ 
nished single plants of this species; 25 
cents each by express. 
Kaffir Corn.—A variety of dhoura, or 
Egyptian corn, introduced by Dr. J. H. 
W atkins, of Palmetto, Georgia. 
It differs 
from the “ Egyptian corn" grown in this 
State in hearing upright heads and in some­ 
what different characteristics of growth, as 
will be described in tbe forthcoming report 
of the College of Agriculture. The grain 
much resembles the white variety grown in 
this State. The plant has m atured seed in 
Berkeley, which the Sorghum family does 
not usually d o ; thegrain, however, is much 
inferior to that which may be expected in 
the interior of tbe S’.ate. We would like 
to have this variety tried by those who are 
growing Egyptian corn profitably. Seed 
will be sent in 2-ounce packages: 5 cents 
each by m ail.

POLICE COURT CHANGES. 


P r e s e n ta tio n to J u d g e H e n ry a n d C o m ­ 
p lim e n ta ry R e m a rk s. 
The various State, county and city offi­ 
cers whose term s expired yesterday retired 
from their places of business very quietly, 
and the new ones entered with their depu­ 
ties (whose names have already beeD pub­ 
lished in the R e c o r d - U n i o n ), and were 
courteously informed as to any m atter of 
duty they were unacquainted w ith by the 
outgoing' officials. There was very little 
done in the way of speech-making, and the 
presentation of testimonials, except at the 
Police Court-room, where Judge Henry, 
after having the bailiff open Court, pleas­ 
antly and kindly introduced to the large 
assemblage the new Judge, Henry L. Buck­ 
ley. The latter, taking his position behind 
the official desk, made a few rem arks in an 
earnest manner, thanking Judge H enry for 
his friendly rem arks and well-wishes, and 
prom ising to do all in his power to dis­ 
charge faithfully and to the satisfaction of 
the public the duties that were about to de­ 
volve upon him . H e said he had no new 
reforms to inaueurate, but would endeavor 
to enforce the law as he found it, and to 
that end craved the united support of both 
the police force and the citizens, whose 
duty it should ever be to aid in the m ain­ 
tenance 
of 
the 
laws 
of 
the 
land. 
Continuing in this strain, he atttracted 
the 
undivided 
attention 
of 
all ^ by 
the earnestness of his remarks. 
Con­ 
cluding he expressed the hope that at the 
conclusion of his term lie would have the 
satisfaction of feeling that lie possessed the 
popular heart in a degree as em inent as that 
which characterized the close of Judge 
H enry’s seven years’ term as Judge of the 
Police Court. 
City Attorney H art 
followed 
Judge 
Buckley, and after referring in com pli­ 
m entary term s to that gentleman, changed 
the current of thought by delivering an 
address testifying very highly to Judge 
H enry’s career upon the bench, the ex­ 
cellent service he had rendered the public 
in checking vice, and his kindliness toward 
those needing aid and sympathy. H e con­ 
cluded by presenting to the subject of his 
panegyric, on behalf of the attorneys and 
others' connected with the 
Court and 
members of the 
police 
department, a 
splendid rosewood rocking chair, attract­ 
ively au<i 
substantially upholstered 
in 
leather, and also a copy of the latest edition 
of Webster’s Unabridged Dictionary. 
Remarks showing the good-feeling of all 
toward the recipient were subsequently 
made by W. A. Anderson. C. T. Jones, I. S. 
Brown. R. M. d a rk e n , C. W . Baker, the 
outgoing Clerk of the Court, and his suc­ 
cessor, Colonel Burti3 . 
Judge H enry responded in substance as 
follows, after briefly but handsomely re­ 
turning thanks for the 
remembrancers 
received: 
I wish to m ake a lew rem arks regarding the 
past, but will be brief. To th e Board of Trus­ 
tees, who have a general supervision of city 
ollicers. my thanks are dne for words of com ­ 
m endation an d acts of courtesy, In the City 
Auditor, w ith whom I have m ade w eekly settle­ 
m ents of (manees, 1 have found a genial gentle­ 
m an—always at his post of duty, painstaking 
and careful. To th e City A ttorneys who have 
officiated in m y Court—Judge Buckley, Major 
Andersou and th e present efficient officer, Mr. 
H art—la m indebted in a great m easure for 
w hatever credit m y adm inistration m ay be en­ 
titled to. Each of them lias been prom pt, at­ 
tentive and able in th e perform ance of his re ­ 
sponsible duties. For th e good order m ain ­ 
tained in Court, I am indebted to the several 
bailiffs who have served m e w ell aud faithfully. 
1 com m end them to th e g oodw ill of m y suc­ 
cessor. My obligations are due to the polite and 
affable reporters who have attended the sessions 
o f my Court, and to the papers they represent, 
for fair and im partial reports of cases and the 
kindly m anner in w hich they have at all 
tim es m ade 
m ention 
of m y cflorts in a 
trying position. 
To th e Clerks w ho have 
served under m e I am greatly indebted for tlicir 
proper conduct o f th e duties of th eir positions. 
W ithout disparagem ent to any of his predeces­ 
sors. I wish to express my sincere th an k s to C. 
W. Baker, the Clerk of this Court, whose term 
closes w ith m ine. 
I have alw ays found him an 
outspoken, 
straightforw ard, honest, efficient 
and faithful assistant, w hft, by reason of th e 
confidence reposed in him , has greatly relieved 
me from the anxieties I should have otherw ise 
experienced. 
L uring the tim e I have occupied this bench 1 
have collected fines, including Clerk’s costs, 
am ounting to Í22.000, an d have paid into the 
City T reasury over SI5.000. I have disposed of 
more th an 11,000 eases. I found hom es f o r a 
num ber of homeless children, an d have assisted 
ill returning to anxious parents m any runaw ay 
hoys an d girls. As no fund is provided for m at­ 
ters of this kind claim ing the attention of the 
Police Judge, the expense, in part, has been 
>aid out of my salary, hut, generally speaking, 
:ind-hearted people have contributed liberally 
w here assistance of this kind was needed. 
At this tim e—the end of a seven*years' t ?rm as 
Police J udge—I would be ungrateful did I not 
express my thanks to the people o f Sacram ento 
for having sustained m e so long in a position of 
public tru*t. In return for th a t kindness I can 
say I have been attentive an d faithful iu m at 
ters pertaining to my office, aud though liable 
as others to err, I have at all lim es been consci­ 
entious in the perform ance of my duties, and 
now am w illing for th e light to shine on every 
page of my record. 
I ho(>e aud wish th at ray 
successor m ay be successful in carrying out the 
public wishes.

A w ande:- 
ing m instrel bargains with the Burgomas­ 
ter to free the town of rats, and lures them 
by the weird notes of bis pipe into the 
river and destruction. 
Claiming his re 
ward he is spurned, and charged wiih 
witchcraft, whereupon he played again 
and all the children of the city follow him 
over the river and into the open side of 
Kappleburg m ountain, which closes, and 
they are lost to their parents forever; hut 
a strange people in a far distant land years 
affer had a tradition that they sprang from 
the children of Hamelin who were charmed 
away from their native land by the Pied 
Piper. 
The story ot the dram a varies, 
however, by having the children, on the 
interposition of the Burgomaster’s daugh­ 
ter, restore J, the Pied Piper for love of her 
undoing liis revenge.

THE CITRUS FA IR . 


F o o th ill P rod u ction » E x cite th e A d m ira ­ 
tio n o f E astern r e o p le . 
Chicago, January 3d.—A morniDg paper, 
in speaking of the Citrus F air in progress 
here, says: Sacramento county makes a 
spiendid exhibit at the Citrus Fair. 
Upon 
the tables set apart for this county is a pro­ 
fusion of oranges, lemons, limes, figs, 
olives, olive oil, Japanese persimmons, 
almonds and prunes and a large assortm ent 
oi dried fruits, including apples, peaches, 
apricots, pears, plums, nectarines, pome­ 
granates and shaddocks. B utte county ex­ 
hibits m any choice varieties of budded 
oranges, suchas St. Michael Blood, Keenab, 
Du Itei, Mediterranean Sweet and W ash­ 
ington N avel; besides, there is an almost 
endless variety of seedlings of greater or 
less desirability. Placer county exhibits 
county products that are largely raised 
upon old m ining ground, and the oranges 
shown were grown at an elevation of from 
600 to fKX) feet. A rem arkable fact about 
the fruit exhibited from Nevada county is 
that it was entirely grown at an elevation 
of 1,600 feet above sea level. This is extra­ 
ordinary, but it is excelled by Placer county, 
where, it is said, there are thrifty and pro­ 
ductive fruits t crowing at an altitude of 
2,000 feet—away up in the northern end of 
the State. Sacramento sends some Mediter­ 
ranean Sweet seedlings. 
Among other 
counties represented at the fair are El 
Dorado. Sutter, Napa, Sonom a,Tolo, T uba 
and Solano. 
COLD WEATHER INTERFERING. 
Chicago, January 3d—p. m.—T he cold 
weather still continues. The thermometer 
registers from 10° below zero to 8° to 10° 
above. 
The attendance at the Northern 
California Citrus F air is consequently light, 
principally of people interested in Califor­ 
nia or the fruit business. All speak in the 
highest term s of the display. 
It is gen­ 
erally conceded to be equal to the Southern 
California display last year in everything 
but size.

K N IG H T S O F L A B O R . 


Rum ors of D efections Among Various 
B ranches of th e Order. 
New Y ork, January 3d.—The general 
officers of the Knights of Labor were 
legislated out of office at the last general 
assembly. They were Sotuer L. McGrav, 
Insurance Secretary, and John Caville, Gen­ 
eral Auditor. They intend to fight in the 
Courts to prevent being deposed. 
It is said 
the cigarinakers, in Local Assembly No. 
2,81-1, who work in John W. Sons’ shop, 
are dissatisfied and are talking of going 
into the International Union. There are 
the only cigarinakers in the city who are 
Knights of Labor. The brewers have also 
announced their intention of leaving the 
K nights of Labor to form a National 
Trades’ Union and affiliate with the Amer­ 
ican Federation of Trades. 
The cause of 
this is the reduction of wages in Phila­ 
delphia from $18 to $15, and from $15 to 
$12 by the Master Brewers of that city with 
consent of the K nights of Labor. Secre­ 
tary H erbrandt of the Journeym en’s Union 
in New York, is in Philadelphia to assist 
the men on a strike there against a reduc­ 
tion. The Brewers' Journal, the official 
organ of the journeymen, came out in an 
editorial yesterday denouncing the K nights 
of Labor in unm easured terms. 
It is said 
many other trades are contemplating with­ 
drawal from the Knights in case a special 
session of the General Assembly is not 
called w ithin a short time. 


a demoralized body. 
N ew Y ouk, January 3d.—Dissatisfaction 
with the ruling powers in the Knights of 
Labor continues to grow, and it is doubtful 
if half the members of District Assembly 
No. 49 are in sym pathy with the actions of 
the leaders oí that body. Of the 75,000 or 
ICO 000 members of the District at least 
30,000 are suspended, and a good propor­ 
tion of the membership of locals which are 
not suspended do not believe in the lead­ 
ers. It is not probable, however, that there 
will be an open revolt until after the ques­ 
tion of a special session of the General 
Assembly has been settled. 
A PROMISED ACCESSION. 
P ittsburg, 
January 
3d.—The 
river 
m iners will meet in this city to-morrow to 
form a new District of K nights of Labor 
to take the place of the M iners’ Associa­ 
tion th at recently disbanded. 
It is ex­ 
pected that the m embership of the new 
District will reach 10,000 in a short time. 


SPREADING THE EIGHT. 


Morrow Gives the E ast Some Cold Facts 
on the Chinese Evil. 
W ashington, January 3d.—Representa­ 
tive Morrow gave the Massachusetts people 
an idea of the evils of Chinese immigration 
on his recent trip to Boston and W altham 
as a guest of the Boston M erchants’ Associ­ 
ation 
Two banquets were given by the 
Association, one in each city, and on both 
occasions Morrow m ade strong anti-Chinese 
speeches. They were reported in the news­ 
papers, and have caused much comment in 
New England. 
The Boston Journal says 
editorially of his speeches: 
“ One of the 
most effective speeches at the banquet of 
the M erchants' Association was that of 
Representative Morrow on 
the Chinese 
question. 
He put the m atter in a new 
light for New England people, and in one 
which is sure to hasten a change in the 
sentim ent which has been going on in re­ 
gard to Chinese imm igration for several 
years in 
the East.” 
Mr. Morrow was 
greatly pleased with his reception, and he 
thinks, as a m issionary to a benighted peo­ 
ple, his trip may he pronounced a success. 


A JUST REBUKE. 


Cour s W ill Not Sanction UnlanTul Con­ 
spiracies. 
New 
Y ork, January 
3d.—James R. 
Keene, the New York millionaire, and 
W ashington Butcher’s sons in December, 
1880, formed a pool to advance the price of 
lard, and employed E. A. Kent & Co., of 
this city, and Poole, Kent <fe Co., of Chicago, 
their brokers for the purchase and sale of 
lard. It is said that a sm all fortune was 
realized. The members of the pool charged 
that their brokers hail defrauded them by 
making fictitious purchases and sales. 
Keene sued K ent and others in the Su­ 
preme Couit to recover his share of the 
profits of the pool. They interposed a de­ 
fense that the transactions were gambling, 
and that the law would not force them to 
an accounting. Judge Daniels, at the gen­ 
eral term ot the Supreme Court, has ren 
dered his opinion in the m atter, reversing 
the opinion of the Court below, which 
directed the brokers to tile a hill of partic­ 
ulars of the pool transaction. 
lie holds 
that the defense interpose i is valid, and 
that the law does not sanction that form of 
gambling. Combinations to keep articles 
of food or other necessities oft the m arket 
with a view to getting -higher prices are 
unlawful 
conspiracies, 
punishable 
as 
crimes. W here successfully carried out 
the effect would be to impose an additional 
borden on the public. 
It is lktle less than 
respectable robbery, and is wholly unsanc­ 
tioned by law. There are no legal means 
to force á division of plunder. 
They can­ 
not appeal to the «Courts. 
The decision 
concludes by saying that Keene ha3 no 
right to expect that theC ourt will interpose 
its authority in his feebaif to enforce that 
well-known*principle o f honor upon which 
bis alleged right m ust be successfully de­ 
pendent.

H ie E x p ress R ob b ers. 
St. Louis, January 3d.—The Grand Jury, 
to which the cases of the train robbers were 
presented to-day, has indicted Fred. W itt- 
rock, Thom as W eaver and W . W . H aight 
of robbery in the first degree. The Crimi­ 
nal Court does not meet until to-morrow 
morning, and the indictm ents cannot there­ 
fore be returned until that time. It is 
stated on the authority of the law officers 
that the prisoners will be brought into 
Court as soon as indictments are returned, 
and will plead guilty, receive sentence and 
go imm ediately to the penitentiary. 
If 
this proves to he the case, the charge against 
messenger Frothingham cannot manifestly 
he sustained, for robbery in the first degree 
is highway robbery, and if the messenger 
was implicated in the robbery at ail, the 
latter crime was not committed. On this 
point manager W eir said to-day: ‘‘ W itt- 
rock says Frothingham is innocent. I hope 
he is, but he was indicted by the Grand 
Jury, you know.

B ru ta l M im ler and Robbery. 
D enver, January 3d.— A. E. Nickens, 
one of the most prom inent colored men in 
this city, was brutally assassinated in a 
barber shop some time last night. His 
body, lying upon the floor of the shop in a 
great pool of coagulated blood, was discov­ 
ered at an early hour this morning. The 
assassin had struck bis victim on the back 
o f the head with a beer bottle, knocking 
him senseless and producing a fracture of 
the skull. H e then took a razor and cut 
his throat from car to ear, severing the 
jugular vein and wind pipe, leaving a gap­ 
ing wound six inches long and two inches 
across, exposing the spinal column, which 
had been partially severed by a blow from 
the razor. 
Nickens had $300 on his person 
late last night, and as only $6 was found on 
the body after the m urder, it is supposed 
the crime was comm itted for robbery. 
Charles Green, employed by Nickens, and 
who rooms in the latter s house, was ar­ 
rested on suspicion, and over half the 
money found hid under his bed. The slain 
m an leaves a wife and three children. 
T lie T ex a s R a ilw a y H orror. 
San A ntonio (Tex.), January 3J.—The 
officials of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
fam ish the particulars of llie disastrous 
collision on that road last Friday night, 200 
miles west of here. The accounts of the 
accident previously telegraphed are cor­ 
roborated by the officials, who state that 
nine Mexicans wore 
burned 
to death 
among the wreckage. 
The men were rid­ 
ing on an open flat car when the collision 
occurred. The car was driven under a 
heavily-laden box car, on top of which 
several others had piled, when the entire 
wreck took fire, literally roasting alive the 
Mexicans, who were pinned down on top 
of the flat car. None of the bodies were 
recognizable when discovered. 
T h e O leom argarine Law. 
W ashington, January 3d —Joseph II 
Reall. of New York, President of the 
American Agricultural and Dairy Associa­ 
tion, who is in W ashington for the purpose 
of prom oting agricultural iuterests in Con­ 
gress. said to a reporter to-day, upon being 
asked whether the farmers and dairymen 
are satisfied with the oleomargarine law : 
“ Yes: it is growing in popularity every 
day.

Russia .Secures H er D esired L oan . 
P aris, January 3d.—Russia has con­ 
cluded arrangem ents for obtaining from 
the Heisents, of Paris, a loan of 75,000,000 
francs. The m oney is to be expended in 
the construction of a canal from the east­ 
ern extrem ity of the Gulf of Pereko, in the 
Black Sea, across the neck of land joining 
the Crimea to the m ain land and the Sea 
of Azov, in order to afford a direct water 
route from the river Don to the Black Sea. 
The proposed route would be shorter, more 
direct anil much easier from the m outh of 
the Don to either Odessa, the m ouths of the 
Danube, Sebastopol or Bosphorus, than the 
present one by way of the Straits of Kcr- 
iich, which is both roundabout and diffi- 
cuP. The railways adjacent to this new 
water route will be put in direct com m uni­ 
cation with it and London. 
B ritish C a b in et G ossip . 
London, January 3d.—Goschen, although 
he will not he the* Conservative leader in 
the House of Commons, obtains control of 
the appointm ents 
Sir R. A. Cross and 
Lord Iddesleigh have offered to resign in 
order to make room for GDschen’s nom i­ 
nees. The result will be a general recon­ 
struction of the Cabinet. Goschen has 
asked Lord Northbrook to become Sir It. 
A. Cross’ successor. 
H e also wants Mr. 
Ritchie in the Cabinet, as he desires the 
latter's support in the work of reshaping 
the local Government bill. 
Sir Michael Hicks-Beach and Lord Ash- 
borne left Dublin for London to-night. 
They are coming to attend a Cabinet coun­ 
cil to be held to-morrow. Sir Michael still 
adheres to his determ ination to rem ain in 
his present office. 
In official circles this is 
accepted as settled. 
In the reconstructed Cabinet W . II. 
Sm ith will be First Lord of the Treasury 
and leader in the House of Commons, and 
Lord Salisbury Prem ier and Foreign Min­ 
ister. 
Among the Conservatives no expressions 
of regret are heard over the prospective 
retirem ent of Sir 11.
